A great deal of confusion prevails 
about the sugar situation 
and the 
quantity in which it may be sold. This 
is probably due to* an order issued 
a few days ago by the federal food 
administrator to the effect that sugar 
could be purchased in any desired 
quantity for strictly canning and pre­ 
serving purposes. 
People got the false idea that the 
lid was lifted entirely and all form­ 
er restrictions swept away. 
Such is 
not the case. 
The former order is 
still in force, says 
the local food 
administrator, Dr. EJ. H. Markley. 
That is to say the retail limit in town 
is two to five pounds to a single town 
customer and not over ten 
pounds 
to a country purchaser. 
As to the canning order, benefit 
of that can only be taken bv the 
customer filing the following 
certifi­ 
cate: 
I hereby declare 
to 
the United 
States Food Administration that I 
desire to purchase from 
an amount 
of 
pounds of sugar for my use for 
preserving and canning purposes only, 
and that I shall return any surplus 
not used for this purpose.

Harden achieved international fame 
years ago by his persistent attacks 
on the Kaiser in the Die Hukunft.

Fresh enemy machines were rising 
from the airdrome and he attacked 
them one after another and only re­ 
treated when ordered to do so.

peatedly attacked them until, over­ 
whelmed by numbers, he was driven 
down. 
McLeod, while flying at an altitude 
of 5,000 feet, was attacked by eight 
enemy machines, which dived at him 
from all directions, firing from their 
front guns. By skillful maneuvers he 
enabled his observer to fire bursts 
at each machine in 
turn 
shooting 
three down. 
By this time both McLeod and his 
observer were wounded, and their ma­ 
chine was in flames. McLeod climbed 
out onto the plane, controlling the m a­ 
chine from the side, and by side-slip­ 
ping steeply he kept the flames con­ 
fined to one side, thus enabling the 
observer to keep on firing until the 
ground was reached. 
McLeod dragged the observer from 
the flaming machine, and, although 
again wounded by a bomb, persevered 
until he had placed his companion in 
safety, when he fell from exhaustion 
due to loss of blood.

drowned—what happened to the fourth 
man Is not clear-—und remarked that 
“those drowned became too excited.** 
Ills ship had been heavily shelled for 
a long time. but the German shoot­ 
ing was very had. 
The captain and 
boy, who remained on lam rd, were 
taken on board the submarine and re­ 
leased five hours later and put on 
board a forHgn ship. 
The captain 
was unable to give any description of 
the submarine: 
“Ga pf a hi could not 
describe submarine. 
Ile said he was 
Sent below at once—Step!*** 
The next part of the story is from 
one of the men whom the master 
thought lost. 
He gives an Idyllic pic­ 
ture of the scene before the shelling: 
Vessel in Full Sail. 
‘T he vessel had nil sail except the 
mizzen gaff topsail vet. The wind was 
abeam, fin* vessel on Hie jairt tack, 
bending southeast and eavf. The mas­ 
ter wus standing by the helmsman. The 
mute wa* talking to the roaster, bot Ii 
on the lee aide of tin* poop. 
Site was 
making sis or seton knots through the 
water when the master pskcd the 
mate: ‘Is that a submarine? 
The 
mate bcd ti look ut it and sub!: ‘Y«*s. 


It is.’ The muster took the wheel nnd 
ordered all hands to get the boat out. 
Before the boat got Into the water the 
submarine started shelling.” 
Then the disaster Unpinned. 
The 
man on the beat reported that ‘‘noth­ 
ing has been heard of vessel since 
deponent last saw her.” 
It seems 
that “about three hours after leaving 
ship boat righted and was baled out.” 
But a most Interesting part of the 
story is missing; for one would like 
to know whether master and crew met 
again and what they said to one an­ 
other. 
Says the mate of another little ship: 
“Master’s reason for abandoning ship 
was that she sank under him.” 
Aud. as Is hilt natural, the seaman’s 
pride In hi* ship Is often revealed In 
these records; as “.She went down 
h hardly a splash, like the lady she 
ui*vuya was,” nnd “I shall never get 
another like lier.**

London.—In a big room In Whitehall 
there are kept all the records of Brit­ 
ish merchant ships’ encounters with 
U-boats. There they are, volumes nnd 
volumes of tile most damning evi­ 
dence, Indelible for all time, of Ger­ 
man savagery und British bravery. 
Ever 
since 
Germany's 
cold-blooded 
frightfulness at sea began these rec­ 
ord* have been piling up iii this room; 
and only now are they being allowed 
to see the light. 
They tell of all kinds of ships, from 
"big liner* down to tiny schooners. All 
are short, but realistic, testifying to 
the British merchant sailors’ behavior 
against the ugliest methods of German 
warfare. 
They tell of fights with 
submarines, often against enormous 
odds, and of hairbreadth escapes; of 
gallant rescues and perilous adven­ 
tures In small boats on the open seas; 
of 
German 
submarine 
crews 
who 
jeered at their victims, and of some 
few cases where the German crews 
helped to rescue them. 
Here is a typical story of a fight 
between n merchantman with a little 
gun and a U-boat. 
It is perhaps one 
of the longest of the records. 
There was a heavy sea. with squalls 
of rain. and the time was five minutes 
to three In the morning. The captain 
•ays: 
Sighted Submarine Ahead. 
“Almost Immediately I 
sighted 
a 
submarine right ahead, crossing from 
starboard to port. 
It was a very big 
one, and there were four or five men 
around the conning tower. I put helm 
hart! astarboard and tried

hear the men shouting aboard her. As 
soon as I saw I ho# missed her I 
sung out to the gun’* crew: *Ixs>k out 
close on port side there!’ and I put 
the helm hard aport to bring the ene­ 
my astern.

ids men down tho stokehold and drive 
Hie vessel to hi* utmost, and ordered 
the gun’s crew to stund by gun, and 
every mn* to put a lifebelt on.”
